Five-members voted to ban- 
ish him, one abstained from voting 
and four, Galinin, Rykov, Bucharin 
and Tomsky, voted against banish- 
ment. The resolution was proposed 
by Trotzky's principal foe, Joseph 
Stalin, secretary of the Communist 
party and iron man of Russia. 


An exchange 
telegraph dispatch 


from Riga said that it was first pro- 
posed to courtmartlal Trotzky but 
that this idea was dropped because 
of the exile's popularity in certain 
circles. Those who had opposed ban- 
ishment were understood to consider 
it almost as dangerous as putting 
Trotzky before a firing squad. 


The Berlin dispatch added that af- 


ter the decision 
of banishment had 


been reached the Turkish govern- 
ment was approached and Mustapha 
Kemal Pasha informed Stalin that 
admission of Trotzky

PLAYVIOLIN AT 3 


Noted Violinist Graduated 


from Conservatory When 
He Was 8 


The rame of Heifetz has been be- 


fore the American public so long 
that It seems hardly credible that 
this great master of the violin, who 
will play at Lawrence 
Memorial 


chapel on Feb. 11, is only 27 years of 
age. 


Heifetz was born in Vilna Russia, 


Feb. 2, 1901. He began his studies 
at the age of thre'e, playing a tiny 
violin especially made for him. His 
father, who was a violinist In a the- 
atre orchestra spent his days teach- 
ng his remarkable son, sitting be- 
side young Jascha hour after hour 
while he practiced, correcting every 
mistake. Day after day—usually six 
hours a day— the little prodigy 
practiced scales, and undpubtedly it 
s this early drilling which explains 
Heifetz's uncanny accuracy and su- 
perlative mastery of his instrument 


A group of Paris fiddlers were dis- 
ussing his amazing technique. One 
said: 


'There is 
nothing 
remarkable 


about it. He never practiced any- 
;hmg but the right notes." 


At five Heifetz entered the Vilna 


conservatory. He was graduated at 
fight, having learned all that the in- 
structors could teach him. Then, in 
order that he might 
study under 


Professor Leopold Auer in Petrograd, 
his parents broke up their home and 
sold their furniture. 
Police regula- 


tions forbade their residing in Petro- 
grad without some legitimate reason, 
so to get around the law, tha father 
had to become a student with his 


m. 
Heifetz's first public appearance 


was made at the age of five and when 
he was nine he gave his first public 
recital in Petrograd. Soon after he 
was soloist with the orchestra at 
Pavlovsky, playing before an audi- 
ence of 5,000. 
It was not until 


Jascha was 16 that the Heifetz fam- 
ly came to the United States, and m 
he fall of 1917 the violinist made 
his sensational debut at Carnegie 
hall.

GTONroHOOVER 


BY. ALEXANDER R. GEORGE 
Washington —(/P)— Through a 


countryside where steel trains thun 
der and (airplanes and motor cars 
today roar a tocsin of twentieth cen- 
tury speed George Washington 140 
years ago made a seven-day journey 
ove,r mud roads from Mount Vernon 
to New York city to become the 
first president of the United States. 


It was the wish of General Wash- 


ington, leaving the beloved seclusion 
of his estate on the Potomac, to 
avoid all semblance of parade, but 
the adulation of the people of the 
joung republic made that 
Impos- 


sible. 


Groups of citizens and 
detach- 


ments of( militia escorted him the 
entire distance, and he rode under 
triumphal arches Into Philadelphia 
and other cities. The ladies of the 
period showered him with flowers 
and rendered, with colonial modesty, 
sonatas to the 
commander-in-chief 


of the continental army. 


April 30, 1789, Washington, the 


federalist and Virginia gentleman, 
took the oath of office on the gallery 
of old Federal hall in the presence 
of an "immense concouise of citi- 
zens." The people were assembled in 
Broad street on Manhattan island, 
once the bailiwick of the fiery Dutch 
governor, Peter 
Stuyvesant, and 


now the financial center 
of 
the 


world. 


The New York Daily Advertiser in 


its issue of May 1, 1789, gives this 
contemporary account of the inaug- 
ural ceremonies: 


"At 9 a. m. the clergy of different 


denominations assembled their con- 
gregations in their respective places 
of worship and offered up prayers 
for the safety of the President. 


"About 12 o'clock the procession 


moved from the house of the Presi 
dent in Cherry street through Dock 
street and Broad to Federal hall in 
the following order: Colonel Lewis, 
supported by two officers; Captain 
Stokes with a troop of horse artil 
lery, Major Van Home; grenadiers 
under Captain Horrin, German gren 


adlers, the Infantry of the brigade, 
Major Christie, sheriff, the commit- 
tee of the senate, the President and 
his suite, the committee of repres- 
entatives, Hon, Mr. Jay, General 
Knox, Chancellor 
Livingston 
and 


several other gentlemen of distinc- 
tion. Then followed a multitude of 
citizens. 


"His excellency was conducted in- 


to the hall In the senate chambei 
was introduced to both houses ot 
congress. 
Immediately 
afterward, 


accompanied by the two houses, he 
went into the gallery, where he 
took the oath of office administer- 
ed by R. R. Livingston, chancel- 
lor of New York. 


"The chancellor proclaimed him 


President, there was a discharge of 
13 guns and loud, repeated shouts 
from the crowd. The president bow- 
ed to the people, and the air again 
rang with their acclamations. 


"His excellency then retired to the 


senate chamber, where he made his 
inaugural address. The president, 
vice president and both houses went 
to St. Paul chapel, where divine ser- 
vices were performed. After the ser- 
vice the president was escorted to 
his house and the citizens returned 
to their homes. 


"In the evening fireworks were 


exhibited. Betwixt tha fort and Bow- 
ling Green stood conspicuous a sup- 
erb and brilliant painting hi the cen- 
ter of which was the portrait of the 
President represented under the em- 
blem of fortitude. The houses of the 
Spanish and French ministers were 
illuminated m elegant.

The most interesting feature of a bill 


proposed by Senator Bruce of Mary- 
land, for the reorganization of the 
Tariff commission, is the creation of a 
"public relations counsel" for the com- 
mission. 


^lt would be the duty of such an of- 


ficial to represent the consuming pub- 
lic in making tariff changes. He would 
have $10,000 a year as salary and 
enough expense money to conduct in- 
quiries necessary to the public interest. 
He would serve for 12 years, thereby 
being reasonably free from the influ- 
ence of changing administrations. As 
for qualifications, among other re- 
quirements, he would be a person 
"who 
has not been engaged in any 


business the interests of which have 
been or are likely to be represented in 
proceedings before the commission," 
and who during his term of office shall 
not "actively engage in any other busi- 
ness, avocation or employment than 
that ef serving as counsel."

THe miracle is, 


achieved by the strategic stroke of or- 
dering: theaters to start at 
different 


times instead of all at the same time. 


Skyscrapers are beginning to adopt 


the same principle in a different form, 
releasing their office workers gradual- 
ly instead of all at once. Factories are 
doing likewise in beginning and end- 
ing the day's work. 
Little by little, 


this sound engineering principle, ap- 
plied to moving crowds, is solving the 
biggest of all traffic problems—that of _ 
the "rush hour." Eventually, as city 
life becomes more rational, there may 
not be any rush hour, with its exasper- 
ating congestion and delay. We may 
get about in our human ant hills and 
beehives as sensibly as the insects do. 


INVESTMENT IN EDUCATION 
The dean of the School of Business 


Education of Boston university, won- 
dering about the financial value of ed- 
ucjation, has made inquiries with inter- 
esting results. He finds that, contrary 
to an impression prevailing among 
"self-made'' men, incomes al every 
stage of Hfeirom >outh to old age arc 
higher according to the degree of edu- 
cation. Incomes in general continue in- 
creasing up to the age of 50 for those 
•with only a common schoo] education 
They increase up to 55 ^\ith high 
school graduates, and up to 00 and be- 
yond with college graduates. 
The 


"maximum income" of the last group 
is attained in the "early sixties." 


These are averages, of course. 
The 


brilliant man without schooling may 
succeed in an exceptional way; the 
dull or otherwise handicapped college 
man may fail But it seems clear from 
these 
conclusions that, considered 


merely as a financial proposition, there 
is no better investment than education. 


DELIBERATE ILLITERACY 
A Detroit newspaper man, addres- 


sing an advertising/club, makes this 
criticism: "Queer spelling in advertis- 
ing and poor spelling in the comic 
strips present a serious problem to our 
educators. Children absorb knowledge 
from these as a sponge takes up wa- 
ter." All this freak spelling, he re- 
marks, "corrupts young minds" and 
makes the work of the schools far 
more difficult. Almost any teacher will 
echo the criticism. 


It is not at all certain that anything 


can be done about the comic 
strips. 


Artists, especially comic artists, are 
notoriously poor spellers. Some of 
them sp^ll badly by nature and some 
seem to do it purposely. 
It is in the 


temperament. Possibly the art schools 
could introduce spelling into their 
curriculum. It is still more difficult to 
get anything done about the deliberate 
misspelling of English worlds in adver- 
tisements. This evil appears mostly in 
trade names, and the more popular the 
article referred to, the harder it is to 
bring the spelling back to normal. 


An effort might be made through 


the advertising clubs 
to prevent 


further spread of such abuse, even if 
nothing can be done about misspelled 
words already established in trade 
language. It is hard enough, goodness 
knows, to spell English words the way 
the spelling books and dictionaries say 
they ought to be spelled, Without hav- 
ing a different spelling flaunted before 
the nation on store windows and bill- 
\ 


boards and advertising pages. Even a 
veteran editor or proofreader finds his 
spelling sense confused by all this de- 
liberate illiteracy.

THE "ELECTRIC EYE" 


Automatic traffic signals will have 


almost human intelligence if the new 
"electric eye" recently demonstrated 
to members of the 
New York Elec- 


trical society proves workable. 


Automatic signals at the intersec- 


tions of arterial highways with less 
traveled 
Ones have 
disadvantages. 


Often through traffic is held up sev- 
eral minutes by such a signal when 
there is no traffic on the side streets. 
With the "electric eye" in operation 
the "go" signal will show continuous- 
ly pn the main thoroughfare, except 
-when a car approaches on the cross 
^street. Such a car will pass over a 
photo-electric cell in-a "mushroom" in 
the street, causing a shadow on the 
cell. This will change the signal, stop- 
ping the through traffic and letting the 
car from the cross street pass. As soon 
as it has crossed, through traffic again 
will receive the "go" signal." 


The danger of an unusual rush of 


cross traffic lasting too long is provid- 
ed against. If there is more than a giv- 
en amount of traffic on the cross 
streets, 
the 
system automatica-lly 


changes into an ordinary traffic light, 
alternating the two streams of traffic 
with fairness to both. 
An overhead 


light above the photo-electric cell en- 
ables the system to work day or night. 
The inventor believes the mechanism 
is fool proof. 


Human officers are still 
needed 


where there is traffic congestion. Sig- 
nals alone, however ingenious, cannot 
yet take the place of the alert, com- 
manding policeman. But in the less fre- 
quented sections, such an invention as 
the electric eye should be a real bene- 
fit to motorists.

HALF WAY MEASURES AGAINST 


THE FLU 


Trying to get a composite vietr of 


the recommendations, rules or in- 
structions1 offered by various public 
health authorities or officers in the 
United States and Canada in refer- 
ence to the prevention of the "flu," 
I find that in the United States, 
where we have a very warm regard 
fof ourselves, few if any such sets 
of rules omit the caution to "avoid 
undue chilling of the body," but in 
Canada, where they are some very 
cool heads, the health authorities are 
not 36 keen about keeping folks cod- 
dled. 


Everywhere, almost, the health of- 


ficer now cautions people to cover 
nose and mouth when coughing or 
sneezing. This Implies a commend- 
able belief that the "flu" is commu- 
nicable and 
specifically 
thrdugh 


spray or droplet infection. I have 
collected and studied scores of such 
sets of rtil^g or recommendations giv- 
en to the public by heal^'i depart- 
ments recently, and in practically all 
of them I find some hint or sugges- 
tion about covering nose and mouth 
when coughing or sneezing, or about 
dodging, when possible, the sprajr of 
other persons. In not one of them 
is this bit of advice carried to a l<Sgi- 
cal conclusion. 
Xot one of these 


health authorities, evidently, consid- 
ers this matter of spray Infection of 
any great practical importance. Ap- 
parently the perfunctory suggestion 
about cbvering coughs and sneezes 
Is Included in the directions or rec- 
ommendations more out of deference 
to the squeamish feelings of some 
laymen than it is because the health 
authorities think it essential. 


Of couttee we 
don't know -what 


causes the "flu." but we believe It is 
a respiratory Infection. 
We have 


ample reason to believe that this dis- 
ease. like diphtheria, measles or any 
other respiratory-infection, la carried 
in the more or less invisible spray of 
nose or mouth secretion Or moisture 
that 5s given off when the patient 
coughs, sneezes or talks with nose 
and rnauth uncovered. We know that 
this spray carries as far a* 12 feet 
during coughing or sneezing, hut not 
over S feet during ordinary conver- 
sation. 


Knowing these things — and we 


know what I havt just said, about 
the spray ran** — we arc justified in 
teaming the public against the daa.- 
ger of open-face sneezing or cough- 
ing. But vre fail in our duty when 
we fail to vrarn the pwWic at the 
same time of the infinitely more com- : 
mon danger of the conversational 
Spray. If an individual can or does 
subject me to any risk by sneezing 
or coujrhins upon me from 
if ten fwt. he can and doe« 
me to Jho same risk bv merely talk- 
ing to m" from a disHnce of 
than 5 f«et. 
If he 5<s goine to talk 


lo me at all at onfiriary ranee. h<* 
must wear a suilahlc ma^k. for the 


rtwon thai he must cov<-r 
moult] if hp j«; irking to couch 


in the sleeping room or, other part of 
the house, without proper flue con- 
nection with the chimney or the open 
ai. to carry off the products of com- 
bustion. An aectrlc heater of course 
does not burn fuel and does not re- 
quire such flu& connection. Tou fail 
to indicate the nature of the heater. 
There Is always a possibility of car- 
bon monoxid poisoning where coal, 
wood, 00, gas, kerosene and gaso 
line is burned for heating or cooking 
purposes, especially when drafts are 
closed down or when the iron Of the 
heater or stove becomes red hot or 
When carbon or soot becomes Incan- 
descent. 
An open window in the 


sleeping roota is a'life-Saving precau- 
tion where carbon monCiid poison- 
ing te concerned. Never should any 
kind of portable fuel burner be used 
in a closed bathroom or other small 
closed space where- a human being is 
confined for £ven half an hour. I do 
not know, but I believe prolonged 
slight carbon 
monoxid -poisoning 


from faulty burners or leaky pipes or 
fluelesw-^ieaterS not only produces 
grave impairment of health but pre- 
vents victims from asquiring immu- 
nity against respiratory infection. Of 
course it is perfectly safe and health- 
ful" to sleep in a room with a heater 
if there is proper flue connection and 
a good draft.

By many mothers thumb-sucking 
considered a sinister habit, result- 


ing* not only 'in malformation of the 
mouth, but In some mysterious mal- 
formation of character as well. 


In their anxiety to free their chil- 


dren of this habit, parents resort to 
all sorts of harmful methods. Muf- 
fling of the hands, aluminum mitts, 
the tying of the hands to the mat- 
tress, whipping, frightening, scold- 
in- and nagging are all used in a 
frantic effort to stop the practice. 


As a matter of fact, thumb-suck- 


ing when the child is sleepy is so 
common that it may be considered a 
normal satisfaction of childhood, and 
safely disregarded by the most con- 
scientious parent. When, however, 
the child regularly sucks his thumb 
after meals, it usually is an Indica- 
tion that there is something wrong 
with his nutrition. In this case med- 
ical advice rather than discipline ts 
needed. 


By the time the 
child is three 


years old he should have outgrown 
the habit. If it persists a course of 
treatment should be patiently and 
consistently carried out. 


Whenever the child Is seen sucking 


his thumb he should be given some- 
thing to do which will divert his at- 
tention and, if possible, require the 
use of both hands. 
He should be 


stimulated to active play throughout 
the day.

The movies have been blamed for 


A, good deal. They are said to stim- 
ulate an unwholesome interest in 
crime, brutality, horror and sex. A 
recent study of school children show- 
ed that these darker aspects of hu- 
man behavior are not the most im- 
pressive ones. A, great deal which 
seems sinister and" distastefully sug- 
gestive to the adult scarcely touches 
the child's consciousness. 


The vast majority of children pre- 


ferred the comedy and adventure 
films, particularly the wild west sto- 
ries. These preferences may be nei- 
ther noble nor edifying1, but what the 
child takes from them probably does 
him no harm; very likely H does him 
good, since, it gives bun so much 
pleasure. 


What a joy it must be to an au- 


dience ' of children dominated by a 
world of grownups to see various 
important persons whacked, tripped 
up, besmeared with the well known 
custard pie or dropped into the ever 
present rain barrel. The brutal hu- 
mor of the films Is a fine outlet for 
the unconscious cruelty of children 
and a splendid vicarious revenge of 
the adults who make them behave 
nicely from morning 'til night. 


The adventure films carries the 


child through a wide range of brave 
and thrilling: experiences without 
danger to his person or his morals. 
The intelligent, 
imaginative child 


may derive even from a poor picture 
much that is essentially beautiful. 


As an escape from unhappiness, as 


an outlet for instinctive .savagery, as 
an aesthetic and imaginative experi- 
ence, the movies have their place. 
The danger lies in allowing them to 
become a substitute for actual effort 
and activity, and a means of-avoid- 
ing situations which sooner or later 
the.child must learn to face.

Argentina expects to be the "fu- 


ture bread basket and future butcher 
shop of the world." Just now she 
feels that she is facing four or five 
years of hard sledding, though her 
farm problem certainly is not as 
acute as ours, but that the continued 
industrialization of the United States 
la steadily strengthening the Argen- 
tine position in the meantime. 


In five years, the common belief 


here appears to be, the United States 
will have changed from an exporting 
agricultural country to an importing 
country; a new important customer 
for the Argentines. 
Already some 


farm products are being exported to 
us and it is the Argentine expecta- 
tion that we will in time become this 
country's geratest customer.

The Argentine argues that the 


population of the United States is in- 
creasing steadily and that ,we are 
becoming more and more an indus- 
trial nation. 
The rural population 


decreased while urban population in- 
creases and anyway,-nearly all cul- 
tivable land in the United States is 
flow being cultivated.

"There are three sources of con- 


sumption for automobile production," 
says Smith. "The first of these is 
replacement demand. The second is 
the demand of new buyers and the 
third is the export trade. 
r'During 1329 the repfecement de- 


mand for cars will probably be the 
largest registered in the history of 
the industry- This estimate is bas- 
ed upon the fact that there are now 
approximately 
25,000,000 cars and 


that average life of a motor car is es- 
timated at around six years. During 
the,current year the vintage of 1S23 
will be ready for replacement. 


"It will be remembered that 1923, 


with an output of more than 4,000,- 
000 units, was the first year of gi- 
gantic production. A reasonable es- 
timate of replacement demand for 
1929 is something more than 3,000,- 
000 cars an'd trucks. 


QUICK RISE IN EXPORTS 


"One of the most amazing and 


striking trends in the automobile In- 
dustry has been the rise of export 
demand. 
The expansion of world 


trade and the rise of living standards 
throughout the civilized world coin- 
cident -with the progress In the stab- 
ilization of European conditions, are 
resulting in a great movement look- 
Ing to the motorizing of many coun-< 
tries. 


During 1928 the exports of cars 


and trucks from this country-approx- 
imated 500,000. This figure compared 
with 78,000 in 1922. Further import- 
ant Increases in foreign demand are 
expected during 1929.

"The degree of new buying de- 


mand has Interesting possibilities for 
1929. 
Its extent will depend upon 


the continued spread of general pros- 
perity and upon the rate of increase 
in the number of families with two 
cars. Both these factors are closely 
related. 


"It is estimated that 15 per cent 


of American families possess two 
cars each, while In 8 per cent of the 
families there are three cars each. 
This condition is growing more pro- 
nounced. 


"Present prospects are for a year 


of favorable 
business conditions. 


During 1928 unemployment was cor- 
rected and .wage .levels In most, Im- 
portant industrial Centers remaineo 
high. This points to large purchas- 
ing; power and should result in an 
even greater spread of the pronounc- 
ed tendency toward two-car families. 


KEW BUYERS ON FARMS 
'*tn agriculture steady improve- 


ment in purchasing power Is being 
made and there is now a widespread 
movement toward mechanization of 
farms, which is a stimulating Influ- 
ence upon the demand for motor cars 
as;well as implements and tractora.

skimmilk, tankage, linseed meal, or 
wheat-middlings are needed by pigs 
on pasture. 


PASTURE IS CHEAPER 


Pigs on pasture 
not only 
make 


cheaper gains, but the green feed 
and the exercise they get aid great- 
ly in keeping them 
in good condi- 


tion. Pasture should 
be provided 


from early spring to late fall, 
pas- 


ture for the brood sows and their 
litters in the spring and pasture for 
the growing fattening 
pigs from 


weaning time until market or frost 
kills the crop. 


In order to find out the value of 


pasture for swine during each of 
four years, one lo£. of pigs was self- 
fed corn and tankage 
on alfalfa 


pasture, another on 
rape pasture, 


while a third lot was self-fed corft 
and tankage in dry'lot without pas- 
ture. The pigs on pasture -were near- 
ly twice as profitable as the others. 


While the pigs on alfalfa pasture 


gained 1.23 pounds a day on the av- 
erage, and those on rape pasture 1.31 
pounds, the pigs having no pasture 
gained only 1.10 pounds. 
The "no 


pasture" pigs made fair gains, for 
they were fed the excellent Comb.na- 
tion of corn and tankage. The alfal 
fa pigs required on the average of 
54 pounds less corn and 20 pounds 
less of the expensive tankage for 
each hundred pounds gain. On rape. 
50 pounds less corn and 17 pounds 
less tankaga were 
r«>quir*>d for loo 


pounds gain than with 
the "no- 


pasture" pigs. . 


Alfalfa is highly palatabl* and nu- 


tritious and has proved slightly more 
valuable than any pasture crops test- j 
ed. As most farmers who pasture al j 
falfa want the ftand to last as lontr 
as possible, care must be tak*n not 
to pasture too closely or to let the 
pics stay on it too late in the fall. 
The best plan is to carry n«t 
than about 17 pigs on ea«~h acre

Economy in feeding the dairy herd 


means feeding according to produc- 
tion with respect to the amount of 
concentrates u>-ed, and also economy 
means the usr- of Just enough pro- 
tein to properly balance the ration 
considering tne kind of roughage to 
be usfd.

radio interference is "home-made' 
static, according to a report on mu- 
nicipal radio interference ordinanc- 
es, just published by the department 
of municipal information at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin. 


Ford H. MacGregor, who made the 


research, is under the opinion, after 
a study of various ordinances, that 
cities should abandon drastic prohi- 
bitory measures and adopt inspection 
methods that will insure correction 
of interference conditions and at the 
same time safeguard the right or 
citizens to use machinery they have 
bought and paid for. 


In his report, Mr. MacGregor ex- 


plains nearly every disturbance from 
electrical apparatus can be eliminat- 
ed or reduced to a minimum by ad- 
justment of pacts or the use of prop- 
er filters, condensors or chokes. 


He argues city ordinances aimed 


at the correction should attack the 
careless use of such apparatus rather 
than try to prohibit the use of par- 
ticular types of apparatus all over 
the city at certain hours, as is at- 
tempted in many places. While not 
all appliances are static makers, 
most of them may become such if 
not properly set up or safeguarded, 
the report explains. 


As an example of a radio ordinance 


he does not believe'In fulfilling its 
promise, Mr. MacGregor points to 
the one at Antigo, Wig. 


"The Antigo ordinance," says the 


report, "makes it unlawful to use 
any violet-ray machine employing 
the Tesla coll or principle, X-ray 
machine, open or quenched 
spark 


machine, or any machine Incorporat- 
ing a device producing high frequen- 
cy oscillations of a nature to inter- 
fore with radio reception between 7 
and 11 p. m., except in cases of 
emergency." At North Fond du Lac

chargers are prohibited except be- 
tween 3 and 7 a. m. 


The prohibitory principle involved 


n these ordinances never has been 
iested in court, according to Mr. 
MacGregor. 


"It is impossible to imagine a court 


upholding an ordinance that would 
stop street cars between 7 and 11 


'. M., or at any time because they in- 
:erfere with 
radio reception," 
he 


says, and adds the same is true with 
electrical machines. 


He offers a model ordinance that 


:orrects rather than prohibits, for 
herein lies the static interference 
cause, he says1.
